ing, there’s no doubt the 
bathroom is the most neglected 
room in the house. 
In the average home, it's al­ 
most invariably a dreary white- 
tiled affair—glazed white tiles 
of oblong shape on the walls, 
unglazed white hexagonal tiles 
on the floor, which, with the 
v/hite porcelain enamel bath 
tub and sink make the place 
look as cold and impersonal 
and uninteresting as a doctor's 
examining room. If the walli 
above the line where the tiling 
stops have been painted some 
pastel color, and the shower 
curtain is a shade that har­ 
monizes with this, that’s about 
as far as the average housewife 
usually goes in fixing up the 
bathroom.
